KLIEF In the existence of sea- 
serpents and other marine mon­ 
sters goes back to a v ery remote 
antiquity and may be as old 
as man himself. T hat great He­ 
brew poem which we call the 
Book of Job has much to say 
about 
the 
“lev iathan.” 
This 
creature has been the subject of 
much speculation and may hav e 
been a myth, but there is noth­ 
ing inherently improbable in its being a giant 
fish. 
Who knows that primitiv e man may not hav e 
been 
coev al with some formidable m arine crea 
tures now extinct, the 
tradition of 
which 
has 
come down through the ages 3nd left its impress 
on the mind of the present generation? The av id­ 
ity and credulity with which the general public 
year after year receiv es newspaper 
accounts, 
which are purely fictitious or hang on slender 
threads of fact, portraying the capture or sight 
ing of creatures of impossible form, show how 
firmly established and deep-seated is the conv ic­ 
tion that the sea contains lev iathans not 
yet 
known to science. 
Ev ery season yields a fresh 
crop of sea-serpent stories and a new series of 
grotesque pictures of creatures which, if they real­ 
ly existed, would rev olutionize our ideas of the 
animal kingdom. 
The w riter has personally fol­ 
lowed to their lairs two or three of the most hor­ 
rible m onsters conceiv ed by the v iv id im agina­ 
tion of the new spaper man. and found them to be 
well-known anim als with little to suggest the sea- 
serpent. 
As to w hether there really exists in the sea 
today strange monsters, scientists are not wholly 
In accord, although a negativ e v iew is held 
by 
most of them. 
The v ery circum stantial account of 
the sighting of a “sea-serpent” on the 
Asiatic 
coast by the French gunboat Decidee a few years 
ago, as published in the journals at the time, will 
perhaps weaken the belief of some 
intelligent 
persons who hav e heretofore denied the possibil­ 
ity of the existence at this day of m a­ 
rine m onsters comparable to those of 
geological limes. 
W hatev er may be the truth as to 
i tte existence of such creatures, there

m o n s te r^ 
and may be the basis of some of th» 
sea-serpent 
yarns 
with 
which 
the 
world has been regaled for centuries. 
Among, the serpentiform fishes there 
Is none of such exceptionally 
large 
size as properly to belong in the sea 
serpent class, although some deserv e to be con­ 
sidered as giants among eels. If any known fishes 
may be suspected of aspiring to be sea-serpents, 
surely they are the morays, although a sea-ser­ 
pent only 30 feet long would hardly satisfy pres­ 
ent-day requirements, and no morav s hav e yet 
been recorded which were half so long. 
They 
hav e, howev er, been known to exceed ten feet 
in length, and they are among the most dreaded 
of fishes, hav ing formidable teeth and showing a 
disposition to attack men. 
A fish of such peculiar form that the Italians 
call it mola, a millstone, and the Spaniards pez 
tuna, moon-fish, is known to Americans and Eng­ 
lish as the sun-fish, for it appears at the surface 
of the ocean on bright days and spends many 
hours basking listlessly in the sun, sometimes ly­ 
ing flat with one side just out of the water, some­ 
times with the back fin projecting like a 
buoy 
abov e the surface. 
It is disk-shaped, its 
height 
nearly equaling its length, and it has a long, nar­ 
row fin on Its upper and lower edges posteriorly, 
and a short, broad flap representing the caudal 
fin; its eyes are large and its mouth small, and 
taken altogether it Is one of the most grotesque 
of fishes, being apparently all head. 
Of almost 
world-wide distribution, its is particularly abun 
ia n t on the southeastern coast of 
the 
United 
States and on the California coast. 
I* swims but 
little, being usually content to be drifted along 
by the ocean currents. 
The Gulf Stream wafts 
many a sun-fish northward each summer, so that 
the species Is not a rarity off southern New Eng­ 
land, and I hav e seen a number of specimens that 
had become stranded on the coast of 
Norway. 
The fish is entirely harmless, and is so sluggish 
end listless, and is such a conspicuous object at 
# ca, that it is easily approached and harpooned. 
T hat the sun-fish deserv es a place in the list 
of giant fishes may be judged from the fact that 
examples weighing 200 to 500 pounds are not rare, 
and that much larger ones &**e occasionally met 
with. 
The largest known specimen, harpooned in 
1893 at Redondo Beach, California, weighed 1,800 
pounds. 
On such a monster, lying cn one side 
there would to room for 30 men to stand. 
The 
atrong tee'do. shaped like a turtle’s beak, suggest 
that hard-shelled animals constitute its food, but 
as far as known jelly-fish are its chief diet. 
The 
extrem ely tough, fibrous 
skin, sev eral 
inches 
thick, and the general coarseness of structure 
teem inconsistent with such delicate food. 
The v aluable mackerel family has one mem­ 
ber which easily ranks first in size among the 
bony fishes, as distinguished from the 
sharks, 
rays, sturgeons, etc., with gristly skeletons. This 
is the horse mackerel or great tunny (Thunnus 
tfeynnus), whose range encircles the globe and 
which is an object of fisheries in many countries, 
notably southern Europe. 
Built on the compact 
and graceful lines of our common mackerel, it Is 
ibti apothesti of speed, alertness and v igor among 
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the fishes of the high seas, and might v ery easily 
m ake a transoceanic trip in one-third the time 
of our fastest steam ships. 
T hree species of fishes of the sea bass family 
known as jew fishes rang among the largest of 
the spiny-finned fishes. 
They Inhabit 
tropical 
American waters, and range as far north as the 
California and South Atlantic coasts. The spotted 
Jew-fish (Prom lcrops italara) is common In the 
W est Indies, and reaches a weight of 600 pounds. 
The black jew-flsh (G arrupa nlgrita), found from 
South Carolina to Brazil, weighs 500 pounds. The 
California 
jew-fish (Stereolepsis glgas), usually 
called sea bass, som etimes attains a weight of 600 
pounds and is one of the really great gam e fishes 
of the country, being much sought by anglers in 
southern California. 
An experienced angler has 
w ritten: “My largest fish weighed 276 pounds, and 
I was repeatedly alm ost jerked ov erboard by the 
struggles of the bass. 
I hav e seen a 200-pound 
fish snap the largest shark line like a thread, and 
large specimens straighten out an iron 
shark 
hook; yet the skilled wielders of the rod catch 
these giants of the tribe with a line that is not 
much larger than some eye-glass cords.” 
Among the rays are sev eral m em bers which 
reach colossal proportions. 
The largest and best 
known of these is the so-called “dev il-fish” (M an­ 
ta v arapyruB) of our South Atlantic coast and the 
tropical waters of America, which 
occasionally 
strays as far as Cape May and is cornomn south 
of Cape Hatteras. 
It is shaped like a butterfly or 
bat, and has been called the “ocean v ampire.” 
Projecting from either side of the head Is a horn­ 
like appendage, which in reality is a 
detached 
part of the pectoral fin or “ wing.” 
These horns, 
to which the nam e “dev il-fish” owes its origin, are 
som etim es three feet long and are ireely 
mov ­ 
able, being used for bringing food to the mouth. 
The mouth is peculiar in hav ing no teeth in the 
upper jaw, while the lower jaw has about a hun­ 
dred rows of small pav ed teeth. 
Many years ago 
the pursuit of the fish was a fav orite pastime of 
the Carolina planters, and William Elliott, in his 
“Carolina Sports by Land and W ater,” said: “Im­ 
agine a m onster from 16 to 20 feet across the 
back, full 3 feet in depth, possessed of powerful 
yet flexible flaps or wings with which he driv es 
himself furiously in the w ater or v aults high in 
the air.” 
There are well-authenticated instances 
of this fish entagling its horns in the anchor ropes 
or chains of small v essels and towing them rap­ 
idly for long distances, to th# mystification of the 
people on board. 
The expanse of body in this species is greater 
than in any other known animal. 
Examples 16 
feet 
wide 
are 
common, and 
those 
20 
feet 
across and ov er 4 feet thick are not rare. 
The 
maximum width is stated by authors to be 25 or 
30 feet. 
One specimen, of which the w riter had 
a photograph, caught in Lapaz Bay, Mexico, many 
years ago by the crew of the U. 3. S. Narragan- 


sett of which George Dewey was cap 
tain, was 17 feet wide and weighed 
nearly two tons. 
A fish of the larg­ 
est size mentioned would weigh not 
less than six tons. 
In the lagoons, sounds, and bayous 
of the W est Indies and our southern 
coast there exists an abundant fish 
of great length, interm ediate In strtfb- 
ture between the sharks and the rays, 
and at once recognizable by the elon­ 
gation of the snout into a wide, fiat 
blade in the edges of which are large, 
sharp teeth fitting in sockets and di­ 
rected horizontally. 
The teeth are in 
25 to 30 pairs, separated by wide in­ 
terv als, and giv e to the saw-fish Its 
name. 
The species is well-known to 
those who reside in or v isit the South 
Atlantic or Gulf seaboards, and the 
“saw's” are familiar objects in curio 
stores all ov er the country. 
W hen giant fishes are 
mentioned 
most people will at once think of the 
sharks, among which, 
indeed, 
are 
found the largest fishes now existing. 
Of the many species of sharks note­ 
worthy on account of their size, there 
are about half a dozen which are pre­ 
eminent. 
These differ much in their 
disposition, some being harm less as 
dov es and others the Incarnation of 
ferocity. 
The sleeper shark (Soniniosus mi- 
crocephalus), whose scientific name 
fits it so admirably, 
appears to hav e dev eloped Its 
body at the 
expense of its brain, for is a « luggish, 
stupid glutton, about six times as long as an av er­ 
age man. 
At home In the arctic regions, it some­ 
times m akes v isits as far south as Cape Cod, the 
British Isles, and Oregon. 
One of the most prodigious and perhaps 
the 
m ost formidable of sharks Is the “m an-eater” (Car- 
charodon carcharias). 
It roams through all tem ­ 
perate and tropical seas and ev eryw here Is 
an 
object of dread. 
Its maximum length is 40 feet 
and its teeth are 3 inches long. 
While there are 
few authentic Instances of sharks attacking human 
beings, there hav e undoubtely been many cases 
where ¿barks simply swallowed people who had 
fallen ov erboard, just as they would swallow any 
other food. 
How easy It would be for a man-eat­ 
er to dev our a person whole may be judged from 
the finding of an entire hundred-pound sea-lion in 
the stom ach of a 30 foot shark on the California 
coast. 
The largest of all fishes, the largest of ail cold 
blooded animals, and the largest of all existing an i­ 
mals, with the exception of a few species of whales 
is the whale shark (Rhlneodon typlcus), originally 
described from Cape of Good Hope, but now known 
from India, Japan, South America, Panam a, Cali- | 
fo rn ii and v arious other places, a small specimen 
hav ing been obtained on the Florida coast a few 
yeais ago. 
This shark has a v ery broad and ob- j 
tuse snout and an exceedingly wide mouth armed 
with num erous minute teeth; the dark-colored tody 
is m arked with many small whitish spots. The spe­ 
cies is stated to attain a length of 70 feet and is 
known to exceed 50 feet. 
N otw ithstanding its im­ 
mense size, howev er, it Is harm less to man unless \ 
attacked, and feeds on the small creatures 
for j 
which its teeth are adapted. 
Its huge bulk m akes 
\ 
it dangerous in the sam e way that a whale is dan­ 
gerous. 
The ribbon-fishes constiute a group chiefly note- ; 
worthy for their shape and the circum stances un­ 
der which they hav e been m et with, although some 
of them are among the most elongate of fishes. 
Imagine a creature one foot high, three or four 
inches thick, and m ore than 20 feet long, with the 
consistency of a wret towel, and you will hav e some 
idea of a ribbon-ilsh. 
Our knowledge of these fishes is due to no ac 
tiv ity\>n the part of zoologists in finding their habi 
tat and collecting them therein, but to the cir­ 
cum stance that when they die or lose their equi 
librium they fall upward and float on the surface 
whence they are picked up or drift ashore. Nearlj 
all the specim ens known hav e been found dead o’ 
dying, and few% if any, hav e been secured in deep 
sea collecting apparatus. 
This suggests how f u g 
m entary must be our knowledge of the larger ani­ 
mals of the oceanic abyss and how possible it might 
be for unknown m onsters to exist ttu re In abun­ 
dance.

The annual calf crop of Wisconsin 
amounts to about 2,189.600 head. The 
state has 2,570,000 head of cattle, of 
which 50 per cent., or 1,462,090 head, 
are milch cows, A herd properly m an­ 
aged plight to reproduce at the rate of 
85 per cent, of its num ber annually 
(oue ca f to every 1.18 cows). 
This 
m eans 2,189,600 calves born in Wis­ 
consin every year. of which 1,242,700 
are from milch cows. 
If the dam s 
have

properly 
nourished th*' value of these calves at 
birth depends largely if not entirely 
upon the Intelligence and skill exer­ 
cised by th eir owners In their breed­ 
ing. 
The future possibilities of the 
newborn calf, however, rest on 
the

Into Its feed, care and m anagement. 
Mistakes made at this period of the 
cair® life are probably of lifelong in­

outside the wall of stove which ends in 
a small opening into fire box, to se 
r ic e draft, which may be regulate*! 


by opening or closing this opening 
with a piece of tin, 
At ie) is shown 
the cover to fire box, which is a sheet 
cf tin or sheet iron to close sam e, 
the line (g) shows the ground level 
which is also the floor of smoke house. 
while (b) shows the walls of smoke 
house a n i the method of placing th* 
flue through Bame to extend Into the 
center of floor and so place the smoke 
evenly on the contents. 
This insures against any

from fire and makes an everlasting as 
well as satisfactory stove for this pur­ 
pose.

Dr. .Ju liu s Pohlm an was 
stru ck b y this fact, and in order to 
test it perform ed a nu m b er of ex peri­ 
m ents he has recorded in the Medical 
News. 
Pneu m onia is considered b y the b est 
au thorities as an infectiou s disease, 
and, from its organisms, there is su p 
posed to spread throu gh the sy stem a 
tox ine, called pneu mo-tox ine, against 
which weak b odies stru ggle with great 
difficu lty , or in v ain, say s Health. The 
disease is more than a mere conges 
tion of the lu ngs. 
Dr. Pohlman, in his 
ex perim ents, took some strong and 
lu sty dogs, and 
injected 
into 
the 
trachea, ju st b elow the lary nx of each 
one, some pu re alcohol, and noted 
the effect. 
His work seem s to hav e b een done 
rather u nscientifically , b u t his conclu ­ 
sions agree with clinical ex perience, 
althou gh of mu ch less v alu e. 
How­ 
ev er, his work will giv e the anti-v iv l- 
sectionists som ething to talk ab ou t. 
His theory is that, if to a congestion 
of the lu ngs b rou ght on b y alcohol a 
pneu monia b e added, the Indiv idu al 
stands little chance of recov ering.

I do, but on what they actually do— 
upon their 
willingness to meet re­ 
sponsibilities and the success of their 
efforts to meet them. 
Now, there is uo use of a nation 
j claiming to be a great nation unless it 
is prepared to play a great part. 
A 
nation such as ours cannot possibly 
play a great part in international af­ 
fairs, cannot expect to be treated as 
a weight in either the Atlantic or the 
I Pacific or to have its voice as to the 
i Monroe doctrine or the management 
I of the Panam a canal heeded unless it 
has a strong and thoroughly efficient 
navy. 
Within 
the last decade the 
American navy has been about trebled 
! in strength and much more than trebled 
j in efficiency, due to its extraordinary 
progress In m arksm anship aud maneu- 
; vering 
For a Big Navy. 
So far from this increase in naval 
strength 
representing 
on 
our 
part 
either 
a 
menace 
of 
aggression 
to 
w eaker nations or a menace of w ar to 
j stronger nations, 
it 
has told 
most 
! powerfully for peace. 
Everywhere in 
Europe the cruise of the battle fleet 
around the world was accepted not 
only as an extraordinary feat reflect­ 
ing the highest honor upon our navy, 
but as one of the movements which 
tended markedly to promote peaceful I 
stability in international relations. 
No nation regarded the cruise as 
fraught w ith any menace of hostility J 
to itself, and yet every nation accepted 
it as a proof that we w ere not only de- 
I slrous ourselves to keep the peace, but 
able to prevent the peace being broken 
: at our expense. 
No cruise in any j 
way approaching it has ever been 
made by any fleet of any other power, 
and the best naval opinion abroad had 
been that no such feat was possible- 
i th at is, that no such cruise as that we , 
actually made could be undertaken by 
a fleet of such size without innumer- 
able breakdowns and accidents. 
The success of the cruise, performed 
as it was without a single accident, 
immeasurably raised the prestige not 
only of our fleet, but of our nation, 
and was a distinct help to the cause j 
of international peace. 


Success of Canal. 
As regards the Panam a 
Cana.. 
I I 
really think that outside nations have 
a juster idea than our own people of 
the 
magnitude 
aud 
success of the 
work. 
I wish our people realized w hat 
is being done on the isthmus, 
lf a 
man of intelligence who had never 
left this country asked me whether I 
would advise him to make a short trip 
to Europe or a trip to the Panam a 
canal I would without hesitation ad ­ 
vise him to go to the Panam a canal. 
H e would there see in operation the 
completing of one of the great feats 
of modern times. 
Colonel Goethals and the men work­ 
ing under him are rendering a service 
to this country which can only be 
paralleled Id our past history by some 
of the services rendered in certain 
wars. 
Six years ago last spring the Awer 


age o f excavation (his should De done 
in twenty months, but it is Impossible 
to m auitain such a ratio as the depth 
increases, for the output necessarily 
diminishes as the field of operation 
narrow’s. 
Still, it is certain that such 
a rate can be m aintained as will enable 
the workers to finish the excavation 
considerably in advance of the date 
fixed for opening the canal. Jan. I, 
1915. 
Indeed, I shall he surprised if 
the canal cannot be opeued six mouths 
or even a year in advance of the time 
set. 
The work has tw o great features— 
the Culebra cut, which I have been

The latter is to imprison the

Chagres 
and 
other 
stream s into a lake with an area of 
104 square miles. 
This work is ad­ 
vancing steadily and just as success­ 
fully as the work on the Culebra cut. 
The w ater which is ultimately to 
fill the lock Is now flowing through the 
concrete spillway in th e ''center of the 
dam, the Chagres having been divert­ 
ed from Its bed and placed under com 
plete control. 
The construction of the 
dam has advanced sufficiently to con 
vince the engineers In charge of the 
work of its absolute stability and Im 
perviousness. 
The concrete work on 
the lock is advancing so rapidly that 
the first double set at Ga tun will be 
completed this coming November, and 
the engineer in charge has announced 
that all the concrete in al! the locks 
will be in plaee two years hence. 
The date of final completion and 
formal opening of the canal to the 
commerce of the world will be d eter­ 
mined by the time consumed in plac­ 
ing the great steel gates, emergency 
dam s and all appliances for operating 
the docks. But those In charge of the 
work announce without hesitation that 
everything will be finished well In ad­ 
vance of Jan. I, 1915. 
Stupendous Achievement. 
This 
is 
a 
stupendous 
record 
of 
achievement. 
As 
a 
people 
we 
are 
rather fond of criticising ourselves 
and sometimes with very great jus­ 
tice, but even the most pessimistic crit­ 
ic should sometimes think of w hat is to 
our cred it 
Among our assets of the 
past ten years will be placed the ex­ 
traordinary ability. Integrity and suc­ 
cess with which we have handled all 
the problems inherited as the result of 
the Spanish war, the way we have 
handled ourselves in the Philippines, in 
Cuba, in Porto Rico, in San Domingo 
and in Panam a. 
The cruise of the battle fleet around 
the world was a striking proof that we 
had made good with the navy, aud 
w hat we have done at Panam a repre­ 
sents the accomplishment of one of the 
great feats of the ages. 
It is a feat 
which reflects the highest honor upon 
our country, and our gratitude is due 
to every man who has taken an hon 
orable part in any capacity in bring­ 
ing about its performance. 


Fortify the Canal. 
We now have a further duty to per 
form in connection with it, and that is 
to fortify it. 
We are in honor bound 
to fortify it ourselves, and only by so 
doing can we effectively guarantee its 
neutrality and. moreover, effectively 
guarantee that it shall not be used 
against us. 
* 
T he chief material advantage—cer­ 
tainly one of the chief material advan 
tages— which we shall gain by its con­ 
struction is the way in which It will 
for defensive purposes double the pow­ 
er of the United States navy. 
To refuse to fortify it and. above all, 
to consider for a moment such an act 
of utter weakness and folly as to in 
vite other nations to step in and g uar­ 
antee the neutrality of this purely 
American work (and thereby really to 
m ake it certain that in the event of 1 
w ar we should find the canal used 
against us, as our fleets would be for­ 
bidden to pass through it or else our 
opponents’ fleets permitted to) would 
be to incur, and quite rightfully, the 
contempt of the world. It would mean 
the complete abandonm ent of the Mon­ 
roe doctrine, it would be a wicked 
blow to our prestige on the Pacific, 
and, moreover, it would be in its es­ 
sence treason to the destiny of the re­ 
public.
